Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1961. 

As  a result  of  the  Census  it  has  been  possible  to  determine  a 
more  accurate  figure  for  the  population  of  this  Rural  District.  It 
is  now  known  to  be  1 6,190,  whereas  it  was  estimated  in  the  year  before 
(i960)  by  taking  into  consideration  births,  deaths  and  movements  of 
population,  and  not  by  actually  counting  heads,  to  be  16,930. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  standardised  Birth  Rate  from 
18.23  to  16.62  and  a rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  18.80  to 
25.86. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  is  about  stationary  but  the 
standardised  Death  Rate  has  risen  very  slightly  from  9*76  to  10. 05. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  1961  was  a 'Measles  Year', 
182  cases  having  been  notified.  Whooping  cough  was  also  prevalent, 
but  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  Hartismere 
for  1961  was  very  satisfactory.
